A pro- 
gram on INTERNALIZED OPPRESSION will be presented by Dr. Keith Tingle. 

Internalized oppression results from systematic efforts to make a group 
of people feel bad about themselves as individuals and about the group of 
which they are a part. Such feelings are destructive and debilitating, 
leading to a lack of self-love, self-respect and self-confidence, which can 
manifest itself in many and varied ways. 

Each individual belongs to more than one oppressed group, but the process 
of internalizing oppression is similar in all cases. How oppression becomes 
internalized and how to deal with it will be covered in the initial part of 
Dr. Tingle's presentation, and will be based on the personality theory of 
Re-evaluation Counseling. An open discussion on internalized oppression as 
it specifically affects lesbians and gay men will follow. 

A "yes" answer to questions such as the following is evidence of how you 
feel the effects of internalized oppression: 

1. Do you feel any more hesitant or embarrassed about taking a gay-oriented 

book to a cashier than you would purchasing a bottle of shampoo? 

2. Do you feel that, because you are gay, you must dress a certain way to 
appear "straight" or to appeal to other gay people? 

3. Do you feel uncomfortable letting a "Straight" person know you find 
her/him attractive? 

4. Do you feel you must work harder to please your employer because you 
are gay, either to show your gratitude for being allowed to have a job 
or to show that you deserve it? 

5. Do you feel hesitant about discussing your childhood with a non-gay 
friend, because you think the friend might be looking for experiences 
to explain what "made you gay"? 

Obviously virtually no gay person has completely escaped from this form of 
oppression, and thus this special program should be relevant to all of us. 
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New Library Acquisition/Mini-Review: Project Lambda. Paul O'M. Welles. 
Ashley Books, 1979. $9.95 This is a novel about homosexual genocide in 
contemporary America. It follows the life circumstances of two lovers, 
George and Tip, and the aid given them by friends when George is hauled off 
to a concentration camp in Colorado. It outlines how politicians capitalize 
on the homosexual issue to gain popular support and how the public does not 
understand the issue at all. Although some of the events in the novel seem 
unlikely, there is value in the demonstration of extreme actions that could 
result from the irrational fears of the "homosexual contagion". The reader 
is alerted to be sensitive to less blatant forms of discrimination against 
homosexuals. Overall, Project Lambda reads easily and has something to Say.
